Russell is the first woman and lay person to 
head the CMS, which is the second oldest volun- 
tary social service agency in the United States. 

An urban affairs specialist with particular in- 
terest in the application of religion to social is- 
sues, Russell has lectured at Union Theological 
Seminary, Yale Divinity School and Harvard Di- 
vinity School. She served as assistant to the 
president of the United Church of Christ and 
headed two major urban ministry programs at 
Riverside Church in New York City.

A resident of Newton and a native of Winches- 
ter, Russell graduated from Suffolk University 
and was a Woodrow Wilson Fellow at Columbia 
University’s Graduate School. She has held posi- 
tions with the national board of the YWCA and 
Mount Holyoke College, where she helped devel- 
op a tutoring program for inner-city youths, and 
she was program director for a Roxbury com- 
munity center. 

Russell is also a corporation menber of the 
United Wway of Massachusetts Bay and min- 
ister of Metro Mission in Boston. 

South Church, 41 Central St., Andover, is a 
mission-oriented church which allots nearly one- 
third of its budget to mission projects. Founded 
in 1611, South Church has long been involved, as 
early as 1755 when parishioners harbored Acadi- 
an refugees. The South Parish Mission Society 
for the Reformation of Morals was formed in 
1814 ‘‘to teach children the evils of Sabbath- 
breaking, intemperance and profanity” and to 
support ‘‘three heathen children.’’ By 1840, the 
church had given large sums to the American 
Abolition and American Anti-Slavery societies 
and sent its first missionary, Punchard High 
graduate Mary Louise Graffam, to Turkey in 
1901 as a teacher and nurse.

This Cabinetmaker Turns 


Woodworking To An Art Form 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


The grain is mellow; the leg, straight, then 
abruptly curved—a fusion of shapes in a single 
piece of wood. The satin-like finish and the rich 
brass beg to be touched. 

It is, according to cabinetmaker Sandra Pear! 
Pomeroy, a ‘Queen Anne Desk on Frame’’—a 
utilitarian name for what is less a piece of furni- 
ture than a piece of art. Appropriately, it com- 
mands center stage, amid mirrors and stools, in 
the Andover craftsman’s display in the lobby of 
Main Street’s Andover Bank. 

To take an eye-and-fingertip tour of the desk is 
to follow a roadmap of Pomeroy’s education in 
woodmaking. 

Take, for instance, the piece’s mortise and 
tenon joints, fitted by hand and pegged together 
with wood dowling. The skill behind them dates 
from the very first course she took in woodwork- 
ing with hand tools. That, recalls Pomeroy, was 
15 years ago—more or less. “‘I‘ve been telling 
people I started 10 years ago,” she says, her 
smile apologetic. ‘‘But I’ve been saying it for so 
long that it’s probably 15 by now.”’ 

Pomeroy’s grasp of the era behind the desk 
was honed in furniture history coursework she

took at Boston University. 

The drafting skills used to design the piece, 
Pomeroy notes, came from her studies at Bos- 
ton’s North Bennet Street School. 

She opens the top of the desk; inside is a bank 
of small drawers. She removes one and holds it 
up. There are no nails at the corners; instead, 
each piece is groved to fit tightly into its mate 
like the pieces of a puzzle. It’s called ‘‘dovetail- 
ing,’ she says—a skill she acquired in Vermont 
one summer, when she worked under the tute- 
lage of an English master craftsman cabinet- 
maker. 

Inside, there is, also, the boldly-sculptured 
seashell on the little door to the center compart- 
ment—testimony to a class in woodcarving Po- 
meroy once attended. 

If Pomeroy’s carpentry education is eclectic, 
so is the rest of her life. A Skidmore graduate 
with a degree in Government, she has worked in

Retired Presiding Judge of the Law- 
rence District Court, Salvatore J. Basile, 
15 Chandler Road, was presented a por- 
trait that will hang in the Main Court- 
room of the Courthouse and was 
commissioned by the Lawrence Bar 
Association, on Friday, Oct. 17. 

Basile was graduated cum laude from 
Suffolk University School of Law with a 
Doctor Juris in 1939 and was then ad- 
mitted to the Mass. Bar Association. He 
was admitted to the Federal Bar in 1941 
and received his master’s degree in law 
from Suffolk University one year later. 

From 1939 to 1977, Basile was a prac- 
ticing attorney in the Lawrence area ex- 
cept for a four year period of military 
service. 

In June of 1977, he was named a Jus- 
tice of the District Court in Lawrence 
and rose to the position of First Justice in 
1985, a position he maintained until his 
recent retirement. 

During his career, Basile served in 
many capacities. He was a U.S. Govern- 
ment Appeals Agent of the Selective 
Service System, President of both the 
Lawrence and Essex County Bar Asso- 
ciations, the chairman of the Essex 
County Bar Association Grievance Com- 
mittee, and chairman of Essex County 
and Middlesex County Hearing Commit- 
tee for the Mass Board of Bar Overseers. 

Basile has also served as the president 
of the Andover Lion’s Club, Ex-Venera- 
ble of the Lawrence chapter of the Sons 
of Italy, and is a former trustee of the 
First Essex Savings Bank. 

At the presentation, Lawrence District 
Court Judge Kevin M. Herlihy described 
Basile as “the Ted Williams of the judi- 
ciary...he will not be soon forgotten.”’ 


Dundee Park Conversion Retains 


In November of 1982, Jordan Burgess 
purchased five old mill buildings, which 
sit on 11 acres, from Gus Sheehy. He has 
since gutted, chemically cleaned and 
sandblasted four of them which serve as 
Dundee Office Park. 

New windows and doors have been in- 
stalled and all new electric, gas and tele- 
phone systems have also been brought 
in. The more specific interior renova- 
tions have been completed according to 
tenant requirements. 

“Careful attention was given to main- 
taining exposed brick and oak beams, 
and in many instances, oak ceilings,” 
Burgess commented. The oak ceiling 
beams are approximately 12 inches by 15 
inches, the cost of which these days 
would be exhorbitant, if one could even 
find craftsmen skilled enough to produce 
them properly. The same is true of floor 
to ceiling beams that accentuate the past

in some areas of the buildings. 

In keeping with the original architectu- 
ral style of the structures, Burgess has 
put in oak window sills and stairs where- 
ver possible. 

Burgess considers the park to be an 
“upscale office environment” for the 
most part. There is only one retail opera- 
tion out of the 35 tenants. 

The businesses in the park are a 
‘‘Who’s Who of medium size and small 
companies,’’ Burgess commented. Va- 
rious types of companies ranging from 
law firms and computer software com- 
panies to a ballet studio, have moved 
into the park in the last three years and 
presently take up 90 percent of the 114,- 
000 sq. feet of space in the complex. 
According to Burgess, these companies 
employ approximately 250 people. The 
smallest company takes up a mere 600 
sq. ft. and employs only one individual, 


while the largest tenant requires 30,000 
sq. ft. of space for its 70 employees. 

Many of the tenants represent start-up 
companies, but there are a number who 
moved from as near as downtown And- 
over and North Andover, and as far 
away as Connecticut and Chicago. 

Burgess plans to tear down the fifth 
building, 12,000 square feet, in the com- 
plex in order to build low-moderate in- 
come housing if a comprehensive permit 
petition is accepted by the Zoning Board 
of Appeals. 

Although Dundee Office Park was de- 
veloped solely by Burgess, he has 
formed a partnership with Philip Sin- 
gleton of Charing Cross Corporation to 
build the proposed housing. The petition 
will be presented to the zoning board by 
both Burgess and Singleton at an Oct. 30 
public hearing. 

If given the permit, Burgess and Sin-

gleton will build two structures: one will 
consist of the 23 units of low to moderate 
income housing, and the other will con- 
tain 65 condominium units. 

About the prospective tenants of the 
low to moderate housing, Burgess com- 
mented that he would like to have a 
‘nice mix”’ of people including families, 
childless couples, singles and retirees. 

State guidelines will be used to deter- 
mine who is eligible for the 23 units. Un- 
der the Mass. Housing Partnership 
Home Ownership Opportunity Program, 
(M.H.P.H.O.P.), low income units will 
be reserved for those earning under $25,- 
000 gross per year for a family of four 
The income level allowed may be raised 
$1500 for each dependent in excess of 
four. 

The annual gross income level for the 
moderate units is between $25,000 and 
$35,000 for the first person.

We applaud the efforts of the Andover League 
of Women Voters who challenged the planning 
board decision to keep working drafts 
of proposed regulations from public view. 

The league appealed to the state supervisor of 
public records for ruling after the planners, in a 
summer decision, refused to release the working 
draft of ‘staff proposals for revision of subdivi- 
sion rules and regulations’ to them or the general 
public. 

The opinion from James W. Ingroe of the state 
office emphasizes that the public is entitled to 
examine these documents, even if, as the plan- 
ners contend, they are preliminary opinions of 
individual members. 

The underlying fact in the matter, although not 
stated specifically, is that the public is entitled to 
know what is happening in the process of promul- 
gating rules and regulations which will govern 
their community. 

Town Counsel Alfred Daniels, as could be antic- 
ipated, is not in agreement with the decision by 
the state official. Counsel states that it is only an 
opinion and not tested in a court of law. 

Whether the matter will be pursued in the 
courts has yet to be determined. 


Ingroe, in his opinion to the league, indicated 
that the planners, in making public these working 
drafts, might wish to indicate that certain inaccu- 
racies may be in the preliminary written 
statements and also that the proposals were not 


This, the state official points out, would remove 
any doubts that could occur and also substantiate 
the working document or discussion stages of the 
regulations. 

League President Jean Salazar noted appropri- 
ately, following receipt of the opinion, that the 
documents in question are hardly controversial, 
or even make for exciting reading. What was 
important was to remove the onus of keeping the 
matters from public view. 

She said that the hope was that something posi- 
tive would come from the particular exercise, 
namely, that there would be a policy of openess 
promulgated by the planners in all future actions. 

The league president concluded, ‘It’s a shame 
to fight a battle like this.’ 

We agree. 

While the planning board has seldom been crit- 
ized, or needed to be admonished for closed meet- 
ings, or working behind closed doors, this 
particular matter seemed an effort in that direc- 
tion, no matter how much they felt they were 
doing the right thing. 

The fact remains that they are a public board 
and the public should have access to all their re- 
cords, whether they are in preliminary or final 
stages. 

Nothing should stand in the way of the public’s 
right to know what is happening in the operation 
of their governmental bodies. 

Andover’s League of Women Voters is to be 
commended for insuring that right is strongly

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

You have twice strongly criticized the select- 
men indicating that the town spends too much 
money. You do that by asking where increased 
revenues go. You apparently are unwilling or 
unable to find specific spending faults and have 
resorted to a general complaint about taxes. 

In a letter to the editor last week, I asked if 
you were opposed to some specific spending in- 
creases and gave some examples. You either 
didn’t answer or agreed that the increased 
spendings were justified. But, again, you re- 
fused to make specific points, except to suggest 
that our free cash account is too high. 

Regarding free cash, in order to maintain a 
high bond rating (and our rating is extremely 
good), we must maintain a healthy free cash 
(liquidity) account. Obviously, a high bond rat- 
ing saves the town substantial dollars in interest 
cost. 

Now, where else do you think we fail? 

Were the pay increases to teachers, 
policemen, fireman and other town workers too 
high? I didn’t think so; did you? 

Do we spend too much on improving and pro- 
tecting our water supply? Ask the residents of 
North Andover, if you need help on that one. 

Do we spend too much on conservation lands? 

Do we spend too much on protecting and 
improving our playing and athletic fields. I don’t 
think we spend enough; how do you feel? 

You stated that I miss your point. In fact, you 
said I missed the point ‘‘per usual.’’ We have an 
open system of government. You and your staff 
have access to the budget and budgeting proc- 
ess. (And, surely, you must realize that in- 
creased fixed and labor costs eat up much of our 
increased revenues.) General lamentation isn’t 
the same as making a point. Make specific 
points and I’m sure someone will try to provide 
an answer. Helpful criticism is always appre- 
ciated. 

Incidentally, you said that the water depart- 
ment has been taken off the tax roles and is self- 
sustaining. That isn’t quite right. It is the policy 
of the selectmen to phase in increased water and 
sewer rates until they equal the cost of provid- 
ing those services. The phasing process was be- 
gun in 1984 and will not be complete until 1991. 
Until that time, tax revenues will make up the 
difference. Incidentally again, your comment in 
last week’s editorial that I am the selectmen’s 
designated letter writer was silly. I write as a 
selectman, not for the selectmen.

To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

The TOWNSMAN is puzzled. Tax rates and 
revenue increase, yet the cost of running the 
town increases more. In response, the selectmen 
note that “town meeting has the final say on all”’ 
costs. (Though I have never heard any serious 
discussion of town salaries at town meeting 
though they take about 70 percent of all town 
revenue. ) 

The selectmen seem to be sold on the idea that 
the increased cost of government yearly is due 
to the voters at town meeting. That is something 
like saying that it’s not the driver but the auto- 
mobile itself that is in control. 

It would be interesting to know this: of the 800 
or less voters that vote on a given article at town 
meetng, how many could stand and up and give 
a detailed explanation for the basis of their vote 
from the information provided before town 
meeting? 

‘‘As voters increase in nurnber, that is, as vot- 
ing power is dispersed, core management (se- 
lectmen and their manager) become less 
accountable to anyone.”’ 

In our situation, as in many other baliwicks, 
it’s organized groups that call the tune, the tail 
that wags the management. This suggests that 
our form of town meeting needs overhaul. 

To reduce the dispersion of voting power, a 
change to representative town meeting seems 
long overdue. With it also would come the ability 
of having at least two sides of an article printed 
in the FinCon report. 

That would replace the outmoded and anti- 
democratic method of allowing only the FinCon

When a basketball team goes 8-17, as the Lady 
Warriors did last season, it’s not easy to en- 
hance the annual report with a lot of good news. 

Nevertheless, consider the following facts on 
the 1985-86 Merrimack women’s basketball 
team, a sixth place unit in the Northeast-8 that 
compiled a 4-10 conference slate. 

They defeated Northeast-8 foes Bentley and 
Bryant for the first time ever during the regular 
season. Merrimack’s composite record against 
these two clubs heading into the campaign was 
0-9. 

Jenny Jenkins, a do-everything guard from 
Bloomfield, N.J., led the Warriors in scoring 
(11.6 ppg.) while establishing herself as a leader 
in the backcourt. 

Coach Marcia Hochman’s troops came within 
three points (65-62) of upsetting Stonehill in the 
first round of the Northeast-8 playoffs. 

Senior Jean Clarkin, last year’s assist leader 
(3.4 apg.) as well as the club’s second leading 
scorer (10.8 ppg.) and rebounder (7.5 rpg.), be- 
came the first Merrimack woman to make the 
Northeast-8 all-star team. Already the college’s 
all-time assist leader, Clarkin is 342 points shy 
of becoming the all-time scoring leader at Mer- 
rimack. 

Coach Hochman faces the difficult task of 
turning things around in this, her 11th year as 
head coach. 

‘‘Potentially, this team can be very good,” she 
says. ‘‘But I don’t want to make any predictions 
because last year we should have been good, 
too. 

‘‘T really think it’s in the kids’ hands this year.

the History department at Harvard. She has 
also coached the women’s tennis team at Merri- 
mack College. She has worked, as well, with the 
Society for the Preservation of New England 
Antiquities. She is also raising three children; 
two are in college and the third is a student at 
Phillips Academy. 

An athletically trim woman, Pomeroy moves 
with the self-assurance of someone who is se- 
cure in her skill. In woodworking, she says, she 
is doing exactly what she wants to do at this 
point in her life. “I have the satisfaction of 
knowing that my work will last. No way will 
that—”’ she fingers a joint at the front of the 
desk—‘‘give way. I can go to sleep at night.”’ 

Pomeroy grew up surrounded by antiques; 
her parents were avid collectors. Although she 
recalls that her father kept a well-stocked wood 
shop in their home, she says that she never used 
the tools. 

It was the course in woodworking, which she 
took at Schwamb Mill in Arlington, that sparked 
her private mania for cabinetmaking. Pomeroy 
recalls her first effort—a ‘“‘hunt table,” or tall 
buffet serving piece whose design probably 
dates back to mediaeval times (‘‘When the men 
came back from the hunt, they would stand at 
the table to eat—their backsides were sore from 
riding,’ she explains). The project required 16 
mortise-and-tenon joints—a substantial under- 
taking for a newcomer to the craft. 

“After doing 16 mortise-and-tenon joints by 
hand, I loved it,’’ she says. 

“Once I started that course in Arlington,’’ she 
adds, ‘‘I kept working.”’ Course by course, she 
picked her way down the path to her specialty. 

Ten years ago, she and her family moved 
from Winchester to their present Holt Road 
home. She taught and coached at Merrimack 
College, raised her kids, and dabbled in wood- 
working as a hobby. 

It might have remained a hobby, she says, 
had a neighbor not admired her work. She asked 
Pomeroy if she could make her a dining room 
table. 

“You have to make a jump at some time,”’ 
muses Pomeroy. So she did; eight years ago, 
she set to work and, after 60 to 75 hours, com- 
pleted that solid cherry table—her first profes- 
sional assignment. 

Since that time, she has been working steadi- 
ly, building custom furniture and mirrors. She 
specializes in 18th century reproductions—work 
in the style of Queen Anne, Chippendale and 
Hepplewhite, rendered in such woods as im- 
ported mahogony, native cherry and walnut. 

Pomeroy feels that her work has improved 
substantially since that first table. ‘‘It’s just that 
I have a higher standard for myself now, that 
I’ve gotten more skillful,’ she says. ‘I didn’t 
have all these tools and abilities when I first 
started.” 

The items on display in the bank give testimo- 
ny to her contention that she doesn’t compro- 
mise in her work. Each piece features carefully- 
selected woods; she centers each board to show 
off the grain to its best advantage. Many of the 
display samples feature hand-carving—here, a 
ball-and-claw foot; there, complex decorative 
fluting. And, too, there are her mortise and ten- 
on joints—each tighter and more precise now, 
she says, than when she first started.

Pomeroy claims that she is done taking 
courses; she is now just ‘‘doing.” That ‘“‘doing”’ 
includes furniture restoration, she adds—re- 
pairing broking legs; replacing missing parts. 
And chairmaking—she’s teaching herself to 
make her own templates, because antique-style 
chairs have no right angles and therefore defy 
the use of standard tools. 

In short, Sandra Pomeroy plans to be busy at 
her craft. Working hands-on. 

Except— 

Well, she admits, she might be tempted to 
take one more course every now and then—like 
the one on “‘History, Construction and Regional 
Variations” that will soon be offered at the 
Smithsonian Institute in Washington, D.C. 

Call it ‘‘continuing education.” Or, perhaps, a 
“professional seminar.”’ 

Sandra Pearl Pomeroy will be displaying her 
work at Andover Bank until Oct. 29.

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Budget Projections 
Unveiled At Special 


Joint Session 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


Town officials are off and running on 
the planning of their budgets for Fiscal 
Year 1988. 

On Wednesday night, Oct. 15, Finance 
Committee Chairman Joanne Marden 
and Finance Director Tony Torrisi un- 
veiled their preliminary budget projec- 
tions for Andover’s next three years to a 
joint meeting of the Finance Committee, 
Board of Selectmen and School Commit- 
tee. 

The object of the meeting, said Mar- 
den, was to start the yearly budget-for- 
mulating process by presenting the 
projections to the participants, coupled 
with a review of Andover’s budget model 
and other pertinent background materi- 
al. ‘‘We focused in on where these fig- 
ures came from, not what the figures 
are,”’ she said, ‘‘because the figures are 
guaranteed to change...These are just 
our very first estimates; in the light of 
what we’ve done over the last three or 
four years, this is where we would expect 
to be.”’ 

Marden said that the numbers would 
be affected by such factors as the obtain- 
ing of more exact information on future 
revenues and expenditures, the release 
of further information concerning this 
year’s fiscal operations, and the setting 
and changing of policies governed by the 
committees. 

Marden added that Wednesday’s meet- 
ing was brief, a tribute to committee 
members who had done their ‘“‘home- 
work”’ in reading the material to be dis- 
cussed beforehand. ‘‘Or maybe,’’ she 
speculated, ‘‘it was because the Red Sox 


were playing that night.“ 

According to the working papers re- 
leased at the meeting, grand totals for 
revenues are projected at $44,272,947, 
$47,497,123 and $50,874,623, respectively, 
for FY 1988, 1989 and 1990. The 1986 and 
1987 actual revenue totals were listed at 
$38,818,207 and $41,605,516. 

Grand total expenditures anticipated 
for FY88 through 90 were listed at $12,- 
791,524, $13,155,883 and $13,356,714, re- 
spectively—while actual FY86 and 87 
figures ran $10,910,662 and $11,727,290. 

Accordingly, the town’s budget bal- 
ance is projected for the three years at 
$31,481,423, $34,341,240 and $37,517,909. 
F Y86 and 87 figures were $27,907,545 and 
$29,878,226. 

Also included in the handouts were pie 
graphs depicting the sources and outlays 
of town monies for F Y1986-87. According 
to the graphs, property taxes account for 
the bulk (66.5 percent) of town revenues, 
followed by local revenues (16 percent) 
and state aid (13 percent). 

According to the charts, the schools re- 
ceive 40 percent of Andover’s monetary 
outlay, while town operations receive 33 
percent.

of residential owners to present a position in 
support of the Selectmen’s majority decision 
and to provide some balance to the opposing ar- 
guments of commercial and industrial property 
interests as represented principally by the And- 
over Chamber of Commerce. 

This required annual decision of the Board of 
Selectmen, in my opinion, has been and will con- 
tinue to be one of the most important (and often 


not understood) decisions to be made by the . 


board since it acquired this legal responsibility 
in 1982. Prior to this and for one year, the deci- 
sion was made by the Board of Assessors. Tax 
classification, as it is called, was authorized by 
the legislature in 1979. It was much ‘“‘bally- 
hooed’’ at the time as a “‘bail out’’ for the City of 
Boston and its highly discriminatory tax assess- 
ment practices. In effect, however, I believe tha 
the legislature acted to, in effect, allow munici- 
palities to legitimize the practices that pre- 
vailed, probably in most Massachusetts’ cities 
and towns, of assessing commercial and indus- 
trial property at higher percentages of fair mar- 
ket value than residential property and, 
therefore, taxing them at a higher level than 
residential property. 

Court-mandated assessment of all taxable 
property at 100 percent of fair market value by 
all Massachusetts’ municipalities presented for 
many cities and towns the likelihood of substan- 
tial and onerous increases in taxes to be paid by 
homeowners, particularly those in the Common- 
wealth’s older cities. Although there are some, 
perhaps many, who would describe the legis- 
lature’s decision as typical Massachusetts/Bos- 
ton politics, I would submit that notwithstanding 
such politics, the promise of tax classification 
for those communities choosing it was, is and 
will continue to be equity to all property taxpay- 
ers, particularly those who struggle to keep 
their own homes, no less those who are trying to 
buy their first home. 

A sound and fair property tax system is one 
that promotes equity which might mean equali- 
ty but, more importantly, should consider rela- 
tive impact of taxes upon the several classes of 
property. Quite frankly, those property taxayers 
who can pass on all or a portion of their taxes 
are not suffering from unfair discrimination. 
Those to whom such burdens are passed do not 
carry individually the equivalent of their 
reduced residential property taxes when tax 
classification takes place. 

Andover is first and foremost a community of 
homes. The broadening of its tax base, partic- 
ularly in terms of industrial and a lesser extent 
commercial development, has served and 
should continue to serve to enhance this resi- 
dential character by allowing Andover to pro- 
vide those governmental services and other 
amenities that might otherwise not be provided 
and/or some measure of property tax relief. 
That the latter may not be taking place to the 
extent that we may believe that it should be is 
another mattter. By no objective or even subjec- 
tive measure could Andover’s attitude or actions 
toward commerce and industry be considered 
hostile, nor will the continued adoption of dis- 
criminatory tax rates produce such an attitude 
or result. There are just too many apparent rea- 
sons for continued commercial and particularly 
industrial growth. But, this , too, is another mat- 
ter not at all germane to the issue of tax classifi- 
cation, although it should be noted that such 
growth, as with any growth, is not without its 
problems. 

It might also be instructive to all of us to 
recall that in 1981 (tax year ’82), the first year of 
Andover’s most recent and court-mandated ef- 
fort at assessing real property at 100 percent of 
fair market value (and the first year in which 
tax classification was allowed, but which And- 
over chose not to do), there was a dramatic shift 
in the tax burden from commrcial and industrial 
property to residential property measured in 
millions of dollars. Andover’s top ten taxpayers, 
among others, almost without exception saw 


their taxes reduced significantly. One, for exam- 
ple, experienced a reduction in its tax bill of in 
excess of one-half million dollars, a reduction 
that was made up by proportionate increases in 
taxes paid principally by homeowners. It would 
be interesting to know what, if any, publicity 
was given to this phenomenon back in 1982. 
The Board of Selectmen deserves commenda- 
tion for its decisions and its display of courage, 
thoughtfulness and sensitivity to Andover’s 
homeowners. Hang in there, people, you made
